readily | There is another strong objection to| this country now suffers. 


Victoria as compared with New West- 
minster. The convicts must either la. 
bor upon the streets, under the gaze 
of acomparatively large and mixed 
population, or they mast be marched 
a great distance from the Prison. The 
former bas a bardening and most in- 
jurious effect upon the convicts, while 
it exerts a demoralizing influence’ up- 
on society. The latter involves incon- 
venience, risk and loss of time. The 
facilities for. escape are very much 
greater at Victoria than hore. That 
population affords material out of 
which to organize aid for escape ; and 
ouce at large, the tacilities for getting 
beyond the reach ‘of the authorities 
are very great. Here, of the fow who 
have made their escape from goal or 
broken away from the guards while 
outside, everyone has been recaptured. 
With the most ordinary precautions 
escape from the Mainland would be ex- 
tremely difficult. Taking a wide range, 
and looking to.amalgamation and con- 
centration’as a permanorit measure, 
there is another point’ not unworthy 
of consideration. To take’ convicts 
from the Mainland to Victoria would 
involve an additional expenditure of, 
say, eighteen dollars per head, made 
up thus:—Fare of convict, $5; one 
meal, $1; ‘fare of guard, $5; one meal 
$1; fare of guard on roturning, $5 ; 
ong meal, $1; total, 818; an amount 
equal to about fifty days’ keep of the 
convict! Shutting out of the view all 
purely local interests and looking at 
the question in its highest and bruad- 
est aspect, New Westminster possess 
es obvious claims over Victoria to the 
possession of the Colonial convict es- 
tablishment.
